MAY MAKE PROVISIONS 


It is possible for Mr. Coolidge to be 


drafted for the nomination and if elect 
cd serve four years more bcginnini 
with Aug. 3. 1927. or until Aug.3.1931 
On the latter date Mr. Coolidge coulc 
resign and still Keep within the cus 
torn and precedent of not 
serving 


more than eight jears. There is rea 
ton to believe that it Mr. Coolidge i 
drafted for the nomination he migh 
make it a condition that he would no 
be obliged to serve beyond Aug. 3 
1931. In that event great intcre-S 
would attach to the selection of a vice 
president. Herbert Hoover could hav 
had the last vice presidential nomina 
yon because Mr. Coolidge would hav 
supported Him. A ticket of Coolidg 
and Hoover is still possible if the Re 
publican party inslsis upon drafting 
the former for another four years. •

President Coolidge sought in convok- 
ing the now.disbanded gathering. 


Those members of the delegations 


were considering that would be the 
reaction to the suggestion in the 
joint declaration adopted at the fma 
session that the second Washington 
conference, set for August, 1931, be 
advanced to an earlier date. It was 
explained that this suggestion was 
made with a view to putting into ef- 
fect, before the capital "ship construc- 
tion program started in November of 
that year, any conclusion reached ar 
the second Washington conference

end, a treaty for the Imitation'of aux- 
iliary naval craft, cruisers, destroy- 
ers and submarines the pleasure of 
all the parties concerned was con- 
cealed over the fact that the parting 
was so cordial.

THE CONFERENCE A FAILURE 
The Geneva peace conference has end- 


ed in failure. Efforts will be made by the 
participants to make it appear that it was 
not a -complete failure and that something 
in support of the objects for which it was 
called has been-salvaged out of the wreck. 
We cannot see that the .salvage is worth 
speaking of, Nothing is to be gained by 
deceiving ourselves about the plain facts. 
Great Britain was unwilling to approach 
naval disarmament on the basis of peace 
expectancy: So long as that attitude ob- 
tains she-niust and will reserve to herself 
frcodom to build whatever naval machines 
her war expectations dictate. 
It is 


obviously impossible to negotiate disarm- 
ament under such conditions. Great Brit- 
ain cannot sec the American contention 
that naval armament is relative. To her 
it is absolute, and when determined ac- 
cording to her special needs it is for other 
nations to govern themselves according- 
ly. Conferences are not required to adjust 
naval armament on such a basis: they are 
in fact useless.-and futile. 


The United States and we think the 


world at large are not interested in the 
details of controversies between the- naval 


" experts at Geneva. Their meticulous and 


involved calculations were quite beside 
the real point. The issue was not so many 
ships of such and such a tonnage, or so 
"many guns of such and such a caliber: it 
was whether the, participants were will- 
ing to halt naval expansion and reduce 
their armaments at an agreed ratio in the 
interest of economy and peace. The Brit- 
ish government was unable to see. or at 
least would not recognize, this interpreta- 
tion, although Ambassador Gibson plain- 
ly put it on the defensive in his support- 
ing arguments. 


It is to be said to the great credit of 


Japan that throughout the 
conference 


she displayed an amicable and concilia- 
ton* moodj _ and that she did „ even-- 
thing in^fier power to prevent its Break up 
by attCJUptrng. to mediate between the 
UnitedfStktes'and Great Britain. Her po- 
* 1.1- 
r 
" 
sition A<-.as^niore nearly in accord with 
that of tliKUmted States both in principle 
and in vfavct.-Japan has shown a commend- 
able wiljirtgness to adopt any polio- and 
to purs.u6.-any course that would invite 
disarrriaipenf; international understanding 
and w^BGd^peace. She has given further 
proof 6f£frtendly purpose and of a desire 
to avoS^Tvai-under all circumstances. At 
no timc"*during the conference did she 
show a disposition to profit from the dis- 
agreement of her colleagues or to ad- 
vance her special interests at their ex- 
pense. Her attitude has at all times been 
one of moderation, restraint and 
com- 


monsense. 


Failure of the conference will leave a 


bad impression on the United States, no 
matter to what extent Washington, the 
state 
department and administration 


spokesmen may go to explain the results 
in a favorable light and to excuse British 
obstinacy. The American people will sec 
the facts. 
Their conclusion will be 


that European statesmen are still hostile 
to 
crucial 
peace movements, 
that 


they are still maneuvering their gov- 
ernments b'y intrigue and aggrandize- 
ment. They arc disappointed at the ap- 
parent inability of Europe to profit by the 
lessons of the World war :n anything 
like a degree commensurate with their 
importance. 


We do not anticipate that the happen- 


ings at Geneva will materially alter the 
naval policy of ihc United States. There 
•will, of course, be a strong demand at the 
next session o: congress for marked 
cruiser expansion, and v.-c shall hear a 
deal 01 jingoism from our alarmists and 
super-nationalist*, but we can sec no good 
reason why we .«hould be stampeded into 
war preparations. We can at least afford 
to wait and sec v.-hat ('.rest Kmain and 
other nations do before jumping to con- 
clusions and before l,urdcning (-ur-dvcs 
ivith military expenditures that arc ihc 
product of emotion and fear. 


GOVERNOR FULLER'S DECISION 


Contrary to the general expectation, 


Governor Alvan Fuller of Massachusetts 
has refused executive clemency to Sacco 
and Vanzctti, radicals convicted of 
the 


murders in 1920 of Frederick Parmcntcr, 
a shoe company paymaster, and his guard, 
in a hold-up in South 
Brain tree. Mass. 


Thus is ended a six year legal fight, inter- 
national in scope, to save the lives of these 
men. sentenced to be executed next week. 
After all attempts through the courts 
had 
failed a movement was started 


to 
discredit the trial judge in his 


conduct of the case and to create a pop- 
ular impression that his attitude toward 
the defendants was prejudiced, that they 
had been convicted in the heat of-- post- 
war hysteria because they were reds. 


The propaganda in their behalf, which. 


finally embraced noted educators, writers, 
lawyers, labor organizations, ministers, 
college students, radicals and countless 
other organizations, induced Governor 
Fuller to re-open the case for investiga- 
tion. The investigation was conducted by 
the governor personally, in conjunction 
with a committee composed of President 
Lowell, of Harvard University. President 
Samuel Stratton. of the Massachusetts In-, 
stitute of Technology and former Judge 
Robert Grant. , It has covered several 
weeks and apparently has been thorough 
and disinterested. 
• • 
-», 


The governor's finding is that "As a re- 


sult of my study of the record and my 
personal investigation of the case, includ- 
ing my interviews with a large number 
of witnesses, I believe, with the jurvv that 
Sacco and Vanzetti are guilty and that 
the trial was fair." His judgment is en- 
tirely concurred in by the committee of 
citizens acting with him. It is impossible 
to believe that men of the type serving on 
this committee, together with the govern- 
or, would render such a decision unless 
they were absolutely convinced that Sac- 
co and Vanzetti are guilty and unless the 
evidence against them was overwhelming, 
particularly in view of the fact that so 
great an issue of the case has been made 
before the bar of public opinion in Amer- 
ica and even of the world. 


We are forced to conclude that the ver- 


sions of the trial and evidence, together 
with statements of the circumstances sur- 
roui.ding their conviction,-which have 
appeared in innumerable magazine and 
newspaper articles, appeals and manifest- 
os, are garbled and contained both mis- 
statements 
and statements of 
half 


truths. This newspaper, along with the 
press generally, had hoped that.the men 
would be reprieved and that the investi- 
gation-would reveal such doubt as to their 
guilt or fairness of trial as to justi- 
fy clemency. That it has not done so is a 
matter of 
but 
has 
since it 


not and the .governor will not interfere 
it is the duty of the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to uphold the majesty 
of its laws and justice despite the clamor 
that will 
be raised. 
The accused 


have had the' benefit' of even-.' pos- 
sible legal aid through six years of 
court action, and in the end of an 
impartial investigation by men of such 
standing that their verdict must be 
accepted as final and conclusive. 
That 


it does not coincide with the popu- 
lar notion of the merits of the case is un- 
fortunate. 
That the governor cannot 


see his way clear to commute the 
sentences to life imprisonment is also un- 
fortunate. It is not easy to reconcile the 
workings of American justice when we 
sec Locb and Leopold shielded by courts 
and men like Sacco and Vanzctti. whose 
guilt is still a matter of widespread pop- 
ular doubt, reluctantly dealt with.

-They didn't explain that the 
purest and finest grade of. milk one can purchase, 
namely, certified milk. ls^ safely consumed raw be- 
cause of the reasonable certainty that neither the 
cows that give the milk'nor the persons who handle 
the milk are diseased. They just ..worded their let- 
ters, announcements or other appeals to the public 
so skilfully that lots of unsophisticated customers 
actually believed pasteurization made'.the milk more 
desirable than*pure, raw.'uncontaminated milk. Such 
propaganda was inimical to public ^health, and we 
are glad to note that the milkmen have discontinu- 
ed it. And they have taken up'new fads, that are 
not very objectionable. This A. Cido Philus milk is 
one.

The Illinois lady says her milkman prescribes a 


pint a day of acidophilus milk for the.first six \\ceks 
of.the treatment; then'a pint a week forever after, 
or from then on. She doesn't say how he diagnosed 
her case—perhaps he carries a pocket Abrams ma- 
'chine in his cart. 


The natural souring of milk is a bacterial fer- 


mentation. Lactic bacilli are present in all milk. 
They multiply and ferment the lactose (sugar of 
milk), converting it into lactic acid, which sours 
the 
milk. 
They survive when one drinks milk, 


either fresh or sour or buttermilk, and they con- 
tinue their fermentative action more or less in the 
colon. This fermentation, producing lactic acid 
there, tends to render the field unfavorable for the 
bacteria of putrefaction, and that^ls the reason we 
generally consider buttermilk a wholesome beverage. 


It is'just as wholesame if you prefer to sour your 


own milk ' beverage—with a culture of Bulgarian 
bacilli or with a culture of aciclophilus bacilli. They 
are cousins of the common, lactic bacilli. I don't 
believe they are in any way preferable, unless one 
prefers the flavor of these more luxurious kinds of 
sour milk. The sour milk beverage your milkman 
sells is just as good as "any you can "prepare your- 
self. But aside from the feeling of righteousness 
the drinker of buttermilk or any of these newfang- 
led imitations has a right to enjoy, I can't seriously 
imagine that this practice eter cures anything. I 
believe milk the way I like it—fresh and warm—is 
just as good a remedy in any case as any kind of 
sour stuff you prefer to drink.

THT ENIGNA OF REALITY

"Say what you will, we are full of 


conventions in our literature and art. 
I ask you, "if you disbelieve this, --to 
show me a young man in your office 
with the build and make-up of the 
young man pictured- on the .clothing 
advertisements. I ask you to point 
out a stenogi-apher with the impossi- 
ble face of the girl on the magazine 
covers. 
I ask you what you would 


do if some of the Sherwood Anderson 
AVebsters lived next door" to you. I 
'ask you to search the plains from El 
Paso to Sand Point, Idaho, and show 
me a Tom Mix cowboy. I assure you 
that you will be as exhausted in your 
search to satisfy me as you would if 
you set forth to find'a shepherd of,thc 
sort Master Fletcher pictured long 
ago—or a. sailor who fcings and danc- 
es a hornpipe whenever the captain's 
back is turned—or an Irishman in 
knec-brccches who carries a shillelagh 
in a city street—or cultured gentle- 
men who spend, their evenings in the 
underworld. For. I would have 'you 
observe, while some latterday intel- 
ligentsia denounce that kind of type 
making, and.are fas>t set against an 
exaggerated 
sentimental representa- 


tion of goodness as untrue to human 
nature, they arc hy no means so alive 
to the fact that it is equally repre- 
hensible to indulge in an exaggerated 
sentimental representation of univer- 
sal badness in human nature." 


All of which is perfectly true—with- 


in limitations. I merely wish to point
